16 volumes, Gallup said one-hour interviews were con­ 
ducted with 10,000 persons at every social level in more 
than 70 countries. They were asked 100 questions during 
the two and one-half year project. 
“Nearly half of the people of the world are engaged in 
an unending struggle for survival,” Gallup told the 
Senators. “Only in the advanced industrial states of the 
western world can the inhabitants engage in anything 
akin to a ‘pursuit of happiness.’ In the planning stages of 
this global survey, it was hoped that somewhere in the 
world a nation would be found whose people are poor but 
happy. We didn’t find such a place.” 
Among poll results cited by Gallup were these: 
at every income level, individuals in every region of 
the world surveyed were most concerned with: the 
ability of their country to overcome inflation and a high 
cost of living with unemployment, and with shortages of 
daily necessities, including food. 
Almost one in four of those interviewed in Latin 
America would like to emigrate, with the U.S. their first 
choice. 
Persons surveyed in Third World countries believe 
their condition will improve with time, however bad it is.

By PHYLLIS SCHLAFLY 
Copley News Service 
Every time I read about a new 
speech given by Democratic 
candidates Jimmy Carter or 
Walter Mondale, I shudder to 
think how much it's going to cost 
us in additional taxes. 
In what was described as a 
major speech on U.S. foreign 
policy, Sen. Mondale recently 
charged America with lacking a 
“proper concern for the so- 
called Third World" and with 
being “indifferent to people 
seeking greater justice.“’ He 
berated us because there are 
half a billion people now living 
on the edge of starvation and 
accused us of being “'in­ 
sensitive'' 
to 
“international 
economic security.’’ 
In all recorded history, there 
has never been anything to 
compare to the sensitive out­ 
pouring of American dollars to 
help the needy and less for­ 
tunate around the rest of the 
world. The generous American 
taxpayers have given away 
more than $200 billion to more 
than 100 foreign countries. 
The original purpose of 
foreign aid was to stop the ad­ 
vance of communism When 
President Harry Truman signed 
the first foreign aid bill in April, 
1948, he said: “This is the an­ 
swer to the challenge facing the 
free world." 
After 29 years of foreign aid, 
the Communist challenge facing 
the free world is far greater than 
ever before. The Communists 
have consolidated and made 
permanent 
their control of 
Eastern Europe and China, and 
extended their control over 
Southeast Asia, Cuba ami, most 
recently, Angola and Mozam­ 
bique in Afrit». 
Foreign aid is now extended 
even to Communist countries. 
There is no evidence that 
foreign giveaways ever bought 


us any friends. Many of the 
big recipients of American 
grants consistently vote against 
us in the United Nations. 
There is considerable doubt 
that U.S. foreign aid is of any 
real long-term benefit to un­ 
derdeveloped 
countries, 
anyway. Foreign aid often goes 
into the hands of the minority 
political clique that happens to 
be in control, it encourages the 
establishment of uneconomic 
industries 
that 
can’t 
be 
sustained without subsidies and 
it promotes reliance on external 
help 
instead 
of 
self- 
improvement. Hong Kong is an 
example of how a poor country 
can puli itself up by its own 
bootstraps by hard work and 
ambition. 
Foreign giveaways are the 
biggest ripoff of the American 
worker that the liberals ever 
devised. We pay first in direct 
taxes, second in the inflation 
caused by the deficit spending 
required to make the payments, 
third in high interest costs 
because most foreign aid is 
borrowed money and fourth in 
the loss of jobs from the drain of 
capital investment. 
Every poll taken in the United 
States shows that foreign aid is 
the least popular of all federal 
spending programs. There is no 
demand from the voters to 
continue 
these 
annual 
giveaways. Yet, if there are three 
certainties in this uncertain 
world, they are death, taxes and 
foreign 
aid. 
Congress 
just 
passed another annual foreign 
aid bill of $5 billion, and even 
that figure does not include the 
billions more hidden under other 
headings. 
The only excuse for Mondale’s 
ill-advised speech urging more 
foreign aid is that he didn’t write 
it himself. He was reading a 
speech written for him by 
Carter's Georgia brain trust. 
The best thing Mondale can do is 
to disavow it.

THE NI5WS 
Sitting out here in the boon­ 
docks where intrigue and trick- 
shots in politics are confined to a 
few in city hall, the county 
courthouse and the state capital, 
most of us can’t comprehend 
that a curious war is being 
waged all over the globe and 
especially in the United States 
against America’s intelligence 
apparatus. 
It is a war in which some of the 
major thrusts have been made 
in congressional hearing rooms. 
There, demagogues displaying 
an often mindless desire to 
dismantle the U.S. national 
security machinery have played 
in to the hands of international 
terrorists and domestic political 
activists whose declared in­ 
tentions are to "neutralize" or 
dstruct the Central Intelligence 
Agency.

Richard S. Welch, Harvard ‘51,

He had been in Greece five 
months as special assistant to 
Ambassador Jack Kubisch. His 
name was not listed in the 
diplomatic books. But about a 
month before his murder a left- 
leaning 
English 
language 
newspaper in Athens, the Daily 
News, had printed information 
spotlighting Welch as the CIA 
chief in Greece. 
The paper provided a com­ 
plete biography of Welch, his 
address and phone number. It 
similarly identified six other 
CIA agents attached to the U.S. 
mission. 
Yannis Horn, the publisher of 


the Athens paper, said he 
received the information from a 
group calling itself "The 
Committee of Greeks and 
Greek-Americans. ” Supposedly, 
he shrugged his shoulders at the 
murder of Welch, saying: “I 
received a piece of news. I 
printed it, as the U.S. and world 
press does." 
Yet, when Yannis received a 
letter naming 10 top Soviet KGB 
agents operating in Athens, he 
refused to print it. 
As the Greek government 
posted a $175,000 reward for the 
capture of Welch’s murderers it 
was clear to most journalists 
and diplomatic, intelligence and 
governmental officials on both 
sides of the Atlantic that the CIA 
officer had been "fingered" and 
that the finger had originally 
been pointed somewhere in the 
United States. 
It is hoped that by his 
sacrifice, Richard Welch will 
have shocked Congress into 
pursuing its examination of our 
intelligence community in a 
more responsible way.

Speaker Albert strongly 
agreed. So on Dec. 6, 1973, 
Gerald Ford was confirmed. 
Footnote: The Speaker did not 
return our repeated calls. 
OLD RAMROD: Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, R.-S.C., who com­ 
ports himself like the last surviv­ 
ing Civil War general, has been 
a model of personal integrity. He 
lives scrupulously on his Senate 
salary. Even his speaking fees 
wind up in a loan fund for needy 
college students. 
But Old Ramrod has let his 
standards droop a bit when it 
came to three of his trusted 
lieutenants. Thurmond siphoned 
thousands of dollars to the trio 
through an obscure loophole in a 
1964 law. 
The law was passed to prevent 
military men from collecting fat 
government pensions at the 
same time that they received 
regular government paychecks. 
But a loophole was chilseied in 
the law to allow the Vice Presi­ 
dent, House Speaker and Civil 
Service Commission to grant ex­ 
emptions in “special” and 
“emergency” cases. 
The Vice Presidents have 
granted only 10 emergency 
waivers in the past five years. Of 
these, Thurmond wangled three 
of them. He arranged for three 
of his aides to collect retirement 
pay and Senate salaries at the 
same time. 
They are his administrative 


assistant Lou Beasley, a retired 
lieutenant colonel; military assis­ 
tant K.K. Cowan, an ex-colonel; 
and staff aide Emory Sneeden, a 
retired brigadier general. 
The last case is the most in­ 
teresting. Thurmond wanted to 
hire Sneeden, but Sneeden didn’t 
want to work for the $25,000 
Thurmond could afford to pay 
him. 
So Thurmond slipped around 
to see his fellow confederate, 
Sen. James Eastland, D.-Miss., 
chairman of the Senate Judici­ 
ary Committee where Thur­ 
mond planned to place Sneeden. 
The obliging Eastland ar­ 
ranged with Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller to certify 
Thurmond’s man for an exemp- 
tion. E a s t l a n d a s s u r e d 
Rockefeller that there was a 
“special” and “emergency" need 
for Sneeden to work for the 
Senate Antitrust Subcommittee. 
Thus,'Sneeden was able to col­ 
lect his $27,000 retirement pay 
along with his $25,000 Senate 
wages for a happy total of $52,- 
000. But Sneeden, whose services 
supposedly were so urgently 
needed by Judiciary’s Antitrust 
subcommittee, reported for 
work not at the subcommittee s 
offices but at Thurmond’s Senate 
suite. 
To be sure, Sneeden was 
placed on the subcommittee’s 
payroll -- and he claims he 
worked half time on subcommit­ 
tee business -- but he operated 
full time out of Thurmond’s of­ 
fices. Incidentally, he has had 
almost no antitrust experience, 
although Eastland certified his 
skills couldn’t easily be found 
elsewhere. 
Footnote: Sneeden belatedly 
moved over to the subcommittee 
staff this summer. A Thurmond 
spokesman said neither of the 
other two aides would have been 
willing to work for only their 
Senate salaries.

Black Gold: 
Revolutionary 
Cadres, 
Parties, 
Leagues dispatch 
agents to coal fields to hit 
‘Capitalist’ U.S. 
CHARLESTON, W. Va.: It’s 
hilly, but no longer really 
“hillbilly" out in the mining 
patches. True, the coaldiggers 
still will respect anything which 
resembles a picket, even if it’s a 
totem pole or a cigar store 
wooden Indian standing in the 
dark at pit’s head. That’s 
tradition. 
But the United Mine Workers’ 
170,000 working members, now 
ever younger, more literate, 
some hacking coal below despite 
college degrees on home walls 
above, 
are 
learning that 
tradition comes costly these 
days. 
They’ve learned that the 
ultras - the Maoist, Marxist, 
Leninist radicals, are coming in 
ever-increasing cadres. These 
militants have dug in deep. And 
the price of some of their wildcat 
provocation runs to the hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars. 
The coaldiggers have found 
themselves out of pocket in lost 
wages totalling many score 
millions in recent years. The 
companies’ losses are just as 
heavy. And the UMW Health and 
R etirem ent 
Funds, 
headquartered in Washington, 
lost at least $500,000 a day 
during recent illegal stoppages. 
One of these funds has opened a 
$5 million credit line so it can 
borrow if necessary to pay old- 
age pensions, according to 
reports here. 
Last July 26, the Funds’ 
chairman himself, Harry Huge, 
disclosed, 
"The Funds are 
losing an estimated $500,000 a 
day as a result of the current 
work 
stoppage 
in 
West 
Virginia." 
There were almost 50,000 
diggers striking. 
Since the 
unauthorized 
walkouts were 
sweeping other states, Huge was 
worried 
over 
the 
Funds’ 
"financial stability,” and thus 
the security of old-age retiree 
pay to tens of thousands of 
miners whose pension checks 
are their only bread. 
It shouldn't be 
all 
the wildcatters were out of the 
mines because the neo-radicals 
have found such areas as Boone 
County, 
a 
tempting 
"proletarian" target. But it can 
be reported, on the basis of 
intelligence 
records 
in 
Washington, that the ultras have 
done a skillful job of provocation 
and extending wildcat walkouts 
in the critical industry which 
fuels most of America. 
These ultras aren’t mere 
radical 
missionaries 
of 
chowder, cheese and riyes 
sects eager for contact with the 
"workers.” They’re tough. They 
have money and are willing to 
travel 
and 
distribute anti- 
capitalist Marxist "literature." 
They are the young activists of 
the Revolutionary Union, the 
Maoist, 
M arxist-Leninist 
October 
League, 
the 
Revolutionist Communist Party, 


even the Communist Party 
U.S.A. 
and 
the Socialist 
Workers’ Party just to list a few. 
But hark you now to the 
Workers’ League. It’s close to 
the 
Workers’ 
Revolutionary 
Party (WRP) of Great Britain. 
Its leaders here talk of them­ 
selves as “Trotskyite.” As for 
its British counterpart, it’s 
radical, all right. All left, rather, 
even of the British Labor party’s 
extreme left. 
So it’ll be on the record, on 
Sept. 29, 1975, according to the 
prestigious British daily the 
Guardian, the police raided the 
study center of the Workers’ 
Revolutionary Party, near Ash­ 
bourne, in Derbyshire Village. 
This building was purchased, 
according to the Guardian, by 
Corin Redgrave on behalf of the 
WRP. He and his sister, Vanessa

WORLD POLL SHOWS 
U.S. BLESSINGS 
A remarkable poll which, for the first time, measures 
attitudes of about two-thirds of the world’s people, some 
2.6 billion of them, was recently released in Washington, 
D.C. Conducted by Dr. George Gallup and funded by the 
Charles F. Kettering Foundation, the poll illustrates 
again why the United States, among relatively few of the 
world’s nations, is blessed indeed. 
Testifying before the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee on the poll’s results, which encompass a whopping 
16 volumes, Gallup said one-hour interviews were con­ 
ducted with 10,000 persons at every social level in more 
than 70 countries. They were asked 100 questions during 
the two and one-half year project. 
“Nearly half of the people of the world are engaged in 
an unending struggle for survival,” Gallup told the 
Senators. “Only in the advanced industrial states of the 
western world can the inhabitants engage in anything 
akin to a ‘pursuit of happiness.’ In the planning stages of 
this global survey, it was hoped that somewhere in the 
world a nation would be found whose people are poor but 
happy. We didn’t find such a place.’’ 
Among poll results cited by Gallup were these: 
at every income level, individuals in every region of 
the world surveyed were most concerned with: the 
ability of their country to overcome inflation and a high 
cost of living with unemployment, and with shortages of 
daily necessities, including food. 
Almost one in four of those interviewed in Latin 
America would like to emigrate, with the U.S. their first 
choice. 
Persons surveyed in Third World countries believe 
their condition will improve with time, however bad it is. 
People in South America and Africa, in fact, are 
relatively more optimistic about the future than those in 
advanced industrial nations. 
There is a message in this Gallup Poll for all 
Americans. It is: our citizens are very fortunate. The 
economic and political systems that have met so many of 
their material, psychological, 
and spiritual needs 
deserve revering and defending — not knocking.

Yannis Horn, the publisher of 


the 
Athens 
paper, 
said 
he 
received the information from a 
group 
calling 
itself 
“ The 
C om m ittee 
of 
Greeks 
and 
Greek-Americans.’’ Supposedly, 
he shrugged his shoulders at the 
murder of Welch, saying: “ I 
received a piece of news. I 
printed it, as the U.S. and world 
press does.” 
Yet, when Yannis received a 
letter naming 10 top Soviet KGB 
agents operating in Athens, he 
refused to print it. 
As 
the Greek 
government 
posted a $175,000 reward for the 
capture of Welch’s murderers it 
was clear to most journalists 
and diplomatic, intelligence and 
governmental officials on both 
sides of the Atlantic that the CIA 
officer had been "fingered" and 
that the finger had originally 
been pointed somewhere in the 
United States.

JEFFERSON CITY - At 
least 75,000 Missourians have 
been unaccounted for since 
1973. While their whereabouts 
remain a mystery, authorities 
say they suspect most of the 
missing to be somewhere in 
the Missouri countryside. 
A profile of the missing 
shows them to be at least 65 
years 
old, 
with 
annual 
incomes below $7,500. They 
also tend to be property 
owners, but a spokeswoman 
for the state Department of 
Revenue says “we really can’t 
be too sure of that.” 
D onald 
M arsh all, 
a 
University 
accountancy 
professor who has worked 
closely with the problem, says 
he still cannot figure out who 
or where these people are. For 
years now, he and a posse of 
college 
students 
have 
ventured into rural Missouri 
in search of these elderly 
recluses. He has found some 
each time. 
An enthusiastic Texan, 
Marshall encourages 
their 
emergence with money. This 
inducement, provided by the 
state, takes the form of a 
property tax relief called the 
“circuit breaker.” 
In theory, this tax relief is 
like the electrical circuit 
breaker, a means to avoid 
overload and breakdown. But 
the qualified elderly simply 
have not been plugged into the 
idea. 
In 1973, the current of the 
circuit breaker idea buzzed 13 
states into adopting “the most 
widely 
growing 
form of 
property tax relief.” 
Under Missouri’s original 
law, elderly persons with 
incomes up to $6,500 a year 
would get a credit on their 
state income tax for local 
property taxes they paid. If 
the credit were in excess of the 
state tax they owed, a rebate 
would be paid them by the 
state. 
Elderly renters were able to 
claim 18 per cent of money 
spent on “actual” rent, not 
including 
furnishings 
or 
utilities. 
At that time, it was expected 
the state would spend $13 
million on at least 138,000 
persons. 
Some legislators 
guessed that, closer to 300,000 
senior citizens would qualify. 
Everyone was wrong. 
In the first year of the 
program, Missouri paid only 
$5 million to 53,476 persons. 
The circuit breaker wasn’t 
working 
and 
M issouri 
lawmakers were shocked. At 
least 75,000 persons who could 
have filed did not. 
Revisions 
were 
made. 
Legislators and bureaucrats 
here said the changes were a 
“liberalization” that would 
attract and include more of 
the aged.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) -

For the second year in a row, 
nine-year-old-old Scott Carmody 
has advanced to the District 
level of the Ford Motor Com­ 
pany Punt, Pass and Kick 
competition.

Ford finding more thorns 
while on faU campaign trail

President Ford, making his 
first extensive trip of the faU 
campaign, is finding there are 
more thorns on the campaign 
trail than in the White House 
Rose Garden. 
Ford often has been criticized 
by Democratic nominee Jimmy 
Carter for his early strategy of 
remaining in the White House 
away from the rigors of the 
campaign. Carter complained 
that Ford carried on Ms can­ 
didacy with bill-signing appear­ 
ances in the White House Rose 
Garden where he had little 
chance to faU under pubUc 
scrutiny. 
But Ford is in the middle of a 
week-long campaign trip, his 
third and longest vote-gathering 
expedition since Labor Day. He 
was heckled by a group of stu­ 
dents on the campus of the Uni­ 
versity of Southern California 
and found himself on the defen­ 
sive Thursday because of two 
statements he made during 
Wednesday night’s debate with 
Carter: 
—First, Ford touched off a 
flood of adverse reaction when 
he asserted during the debate 
that the Soviets do not domi­ 
nate the nations of Eastern Eu­ 
rope. 
-Second, Ford vowed during 
the debate that he would order 
the Commerce Department to 
make public the names of U.S. 
corporations "that have partici­ 
pated in the Arab boycott" of 
Israel or of companies employ­ 
ing Jews. 
By Thursday, Ford was in ef­ 
fect backing off on the Eastern 
Europe question, although he 
did not acknowledge he was 
doing so and did not retract his 
original statement. 
And Commerce Department 
officials said what Ford had ac­ 
tually told them to do was to 
release names of any com­ 
panies that become involved in 
the boycott after Thursday. 
Names of companies that par­ 
ticipated in the boycott earlier 
will not be disclosed, said 
spokesman 
Horace 
Webb. 
Those companies are said to 
number in the hundreds. 


Webb said he could see that 
some people might have inter­ 
preted Ford’s remarks as in­ 
dicating past reports would be 
made public. He said it was "a 
matter of semantics.” 
Carter and his running mate, 
Sen. Walter Mondale, hit the 
Eastern European quotation 
hard at each stop, obviously 
adopting the Ford statement as 
a major issue. 
Carter said repeatedly that 
Ford’s Eastern Europe state­ 
ment was "a blunder,” a "dis­ 
grace" and that it showed in­ 
sensitivity. 
Ford said during the debate 
that "there is no Soviet domi­ 
nation of Eastern Europe and 
there never will be under a 
Ford administration." 
On Thursday, Ford told an 
audience in Los Angeles that 
the United States "firmly sup­ 
ports the aspirations for inde­ 
pendence of the nations of 
Eastern Europe. The United 
States has never conceded and 
never will concade their domi­ 
nation by the Soviet Union." 
Ford, speaking to a crowd of 
about 15,000 at USC, said it is 
his policy to help Eastern Eu­ 
ropean countries "become leu 
dependent on the Soviet Un­ 
ion.” 
Ford's statement during the 
debate touched off a storm of 
protests, 
both 
from 
allies 
abroad and from groups repre­ 
senting Americans of Eastern 
European descent. 
Ford's running mate, Sen. 
Bob Dole, also said Ford's com­ 
ments presented "some prob­ 
lems.” 
Dole said he was uncertin 
what the President meant in 
his remarks about Eastern Eu­ 
rope, but he defended Ford's 
position in speeches at party 
fund-raisers in Detroit and Chi­ 
cago. 
Carter took his campaign to 
Los Angeles and later to Salt 
Lake City, where he said he 
was 
"shocked 
by 
the 
in­ 
sensitivity and lack of knowl­ 
edge which Mr. Ford dis­ 
played." 
Carter said, "The Poles and 
the Czechs and Hungarians and 
East Germans have been under 


die domination of the Soviet 
Union for a long time. The So­ 
viet Union has tank divisions 
and hundreds of thousands of 
troops in those countries to 
keep them under Soviet domi­ 
nation." 
According to the Pentagon, 
there are 31 Soviet army divi­ 
sions in those four Eastern Eu­ 
ropean countries. 
Earlier, 
Ford visited the 
Rockwell International plant in 
Los Angeles where he criticized 
Carter’s 
defense plans. 
He 
posed for pictures in a mockup 
of the controversial Bl bomber. 
Later, he attended a $1,000-

fund-raiser 
with Ronald Reagan, the man 
he defeated for the party’s 
nomination. 
Reagan spoke to the group 
and managed to call for Ford’s 
election without saying any­ 
thing in Ford’s favor. Ford had 
little to say about Reagan ex­ 
cept to note they were "team­ 
ing up" to carry California. 
In his speech, Ford down­ 
played the importance of the 
debate with Carter, saying, 
"This election isn't just a tele­ 
vised quiz show to see which 
contestant gets to live in the 
White House for four years. 
Make no mistake. This election 
is about the direction America 
will take in its third century of 
independence."

President Ford, making his 
first extensive trip of the fall 
campaign, is finding there are 
more thorns on the campaign 
trail than in the White House 
Rose Garden. 
Ford often has been criticized 
by Democratic nominee Jimmy 
Carter for his early strategy of 
remaining in the White House 
away from the rigors of the 
campaign. Carter complained 
that Ford carried on his can­ 
didacy with bill-signing appear­ 
ances in the White House Rose 
Garden where he had little 
chance to fall under public 
scrutiny. 
But Ford is in the middle of a 
week-long campaign trip, his 
third and longest vote-gathering 
expedition since Labor Day. He 
was heckled by a group of stu­ 
dents on the campus of the Uni­ 
versity of Southern California 
and found himself on the defen­ 
sive Thursday because of two 
statements 
he 
made during 
Wednesday night's debate with 
Carter: 
—First, Ford touched off a 
flood of adverse reaction when 
he asserted during the debate 
that the Soviets do not domi­ 
nate the nations of Eastern Eu­ 
rope. 
—Second. Ford vowed during 
the debate that he would order 
the Commerce Department to 
make public the names of U.S. 
corporations “that have partici­ 
pated in the Arab boycott" of 
Israel or of companies employ­ 
ing Jews 
By Thursday, Ford was in ef­ 
fect backing off on the Eastern 
Europe question, although he 
did not acknowledge he was 
doing so and did not retract his 
original statement. 
And Commerce Department 
officials said what Ford had ac­ 
tually told them to do was to 
release names of any com­ 
panies that become involved in 
the 
boycott after Thursday. 
Names of companies that par­ 
ticipated in the boycott earlier 
will 
not 
be disclosed, 
said 
spokesm an 
Horace 
Webb. 
Those companies are said to 
number in the hundreds 


Webb said he could see that 
some people might have inter­ 
preted Ford’s remarks as in­ 
dicating past reports would be 
made public. He said it was “a 
matter of semantics." 
Carter and his running mate, 
Sen, Walter Mondale, hit the 
Eastern 
European 
quotation 
hard at each stop, obviously 
adopting the Ford statement as 
a major issue. 
Carter said repeatedly that 
Ford’s Eastern Europe state­ 
ment was “a blunder," a “dis­ 
grace” and that it showed in­ 
sensitivity. 
Ford said during the debate 
that "there is no Soviet domi­ 
nation of Eastern Europe and 
there never will be under a 
Ford administration." 
On Thursday, Ford told an 
audience in Los Angeles that 
the United States "firmly sup­ 
ports the aspirations for inde­ 
pendence 
of the nations of 
Eastern Europe. The United 
States has never conceded and 
never will concade their domi­ 
nation by the Soviet Union." 
Ford, speaking to a crowd of 
about 15,000 at USC, said it is 
his policy to help Eastern Eu­ 
ropean countries “become less 
dependent on the Soviet Un­ 
ion." 
Ford's statement during the 
debate touched off a storm of 
protests, 
both 
from 
allies 
abroad and from groups repre­ 
senting Americans of Eastern 
European descent. 
Ford's running mate, Sen 
Bob Dole, also said Ford's com­ 
ments presented "some prob­ 
lems." 
Dole said he was uncertin 
what the President meant in 
his rem arks about Eastern Eu­ 
rope. but he defended Ford's 
position in speeches at party 
fund-raisers in Detroit and Chi­ 
cago 
Carter took his campaign to 
Los Angeles and later to Salt

the Potomac River. 
The city became a thriving 
port city; it still has more orig­ 
inal houses than Williamsburg, 
Va., and more old ones than 
Georgetown, the most historic 
section of Washington, D.C. 
Carlyle House was a social 
and political center during the 
days leading up to the Revolu­ 
tion. Gen. Edward Braddock 
used it as his headquarters in 
1755 while preparing to march 
to Pittsburgh and his death 
Airing the French and Indian 
Wars. 
It was here that Braddock 
met with the colonies’ five roy­ 
al British governors in April 
1755 to discuss ways to force 
the colonists to pay for the 
British campaign. 
The meeting led to the Stamp 
Act, which helped provoke the 
Revolution. 
The Northern Virginia Re­ 
gional Park Authority, which 
owns the house, last year found 
proof of the meeting, which 
some historians have ques­ 
tioned. 
An original letter that John 
Carlyle wrote to his brother in 
Scotland about Braddock’s visit 
was found among family pa­ 
pers in a mansion in Argyll, 
Scotland. He complained of dis­ 
courteous treatment. 
Also found was the only 
known portrait of John Carlyle, 
painted in 1765 by the Ameri­ 
can artist John Hesselius. Both 
the letter and the portrait have 
been lent by owner Sir Fitzroy 
Maclean for display in the 
house during the bicentennial 
year. 
Carlyle House, a rare survi­ 
vor of mid-Georgian plantation 
architecture, originally over­ 
looked the Potomac, and while 
it is still in the heart of the 
dty, other structures now ob­ 
struct the view. 
Most of the furnishings are 
items that were used by Car­ 
lyle and his family in the years 
1752-1830. Many were preserved 
by descendants and have been 
loaned to the Park Authority 
for exhibit, including a family 
Bible and a portrait of Car­ 
lyle’s mother. 
The restoration project un­ 
covered five 18th-and 19th-cen­ 
tury privy shafts, predecessors 
of present trash disposal sys­ 
tems. The largest shaft con­ 
tained household objects dating 
from 1785 to 1855. 
Archeologists found an intact 
18th-century Liverpool pitcher, 
a clay pipe bowl decorated with 
Masonic emblems in relief, as­ 
sorted glassware and eating 
utensils, unbroken 18th-century 
wine and beer bottles and a 
hand-carved African wooden 
doll with brass earrings.

Carlyle House was a social 
and political center during the 
days leading up to the Revolu­ 
tion. Gen. Edward Braddock 
used it as his headquarters in 
1755 while preparing to march 
to Pittsburgh and his death 
during the French and Indian 
Wars. 
It was here that Braddock 
met with the colonies’ five roy­ 
al British governors in April 
1755 to discuss ways to force 
the colonists to pay for the 
British campaign. 
The meeting led to the Stamp 
Act, which helped provoke the 
Revolution. 
The Northern Virginia Re­ 
gional Park Authority, which 
owns the house, last year found 
proof of the meeting, which 
some historians 
have ques­ 
tioned. 
An original letter that John 
Carlyle wrote to his brother in 
Scotland about Braddock’s visit 
was found among family pa­ 
pers in a mansion in Argyll, 
Scotland He complained of dis­ 
courteous treatment. 
Also found was the 
only 
known portrait of John Carlyle, 
painted in 1765 by the Ameri­ 
can artist John Hesselius. Both 
the letter and the portrait have 
been lent by owner Sir Fitzroy 
Maclean for display in the 
house during the bicentennial 
year. 
Carlyle House, a rare survi­ 
vor of mid-Georgian plantation 
architecture, originally over­ 
looked the Potomac, and while 
it is still in the heart of the 
city, other structures now ob­ 
struct the view 
Most of the furnishings are 
items that were used by Car­ 
lyle and his family in the years 
1752-1830 Many were preserved 
by descendants and have been 
loaned to the Park Authority 
for exhibit, including a family 
Bible and a portrait of Car­ 
lyle's mother 
The restoration project un­ 
covered five 18th-and 19th-cen­ 
tury privy shafts, predecessors 
of present trash disposal sys­ 
tems 
The largest shaft con­ 
tained household objects dating 
from 1785 to 1855 
Archeoiogists found an intact 
18th-century Liverpool pitcher, 
a clay pipe bowl decorated with 
Masonic emblems in relief, as­ 
sorted glassware and eating 
utensils, unbroken 18th-century 
wine and beer bottles and a 
hand-carved African wooden 
doll with brass earrings. 
A black silk slipper believed 
to have belonged to Carlyle's 
daughter, 
Sarah, 
was 
dis­ 
covered behind a wall. The a r­ 
tifacts are displayed in special 
exhibit cases. 
An architectural exhibit room 
exposes the original construc­ 
tion of plaster, fireplace open­ 
ings and floorbeams to show 
visitors how houses were con­ 
structed in the 18th century. 
The house and its V acre site 
were bought by the Northern 
Virginia Regional Park Author-
